Because of an editing error, an article on Friday about a fire in Bangladesh misstated the number of people killed. 
According to officials’ accounts at the time, the toll was at least 70, not 110. 


An article on Friday about divisions in the British Labour Party over accusations of anti-Semitism misidentified the 
organization with which Jonathan Goldstein is affiliated, and his role in it. He is the chairman of the Jewish 
Leadership Council, not the editor of The Jewish Chronicle. 


An article on Wednesday about the young climate activist Greta Thunberg misstated the day of her first protest at 
the Swedish Parliament. While the protest was on Aug. 20, it was a Monday, not a Friday.

An item on Page 6 misstates the length of time that HB Studio will be celebrating the Broadway star Uta Hagen. It 
will be a monthslong celebration, not monthlong. 


An article on Feb. 14 about Annie Leibovitz’s early years referred incorrectly to the book “Photographs Annie 
Leibovitz 1970-1990.” It was not Ms. Leibovitz’s first book.

An article on Page 28 about the National Domestic Workers Alliance misstates the relationship between Care in 
Action and the National Domestic Workers Alliance. They are allied, but separate organizations. Care in Action is 
not a group within N.D.W.A. And a picture caption with the article misstates aspects of Edith Mendoza’s work 
history and relationship to N.D.W.A. She cleaned offices for the past two and a half years, not four. And she joined 
an N.D.W.A. affiliate in 2016, not last year.
